Eventually he 
succeeded in clearing the house, and on going inte the street was 
immediately attacked by four men and beaten until he was stresm- 
ing with blood and his eyes completely blocked up. One of the 
men was more violent than his companions, and said to them, 
u There will never bea better chance.” Alter а fearful struggle 
Simons managed to break from them, and ran to the White Swan 
for protection. The men followed and resumed their violence. He 
was thrown to the ground end beaten with stakes (drawn out of the 
hedge) until he became insensible. Upon recovering he saw the 
men not far from bim, and endeavoured to crawl out of their way. 
He was, however, seen by one of the men, who oalled out, “ He's 
not done for yet, lads; let's go and finish him." The murderous 
assault was then begun afresh, and he was again subjected to the most 
violent treatment. His ories at length brought assistance, and the 
rufüaus decamped. Fer some days Simons lay in а precarious 
state, and a magistrate went to take his deposition, it being feared 
that he would die. The prisoners were committed for trial at the 
next Notts sesizes. 

Om Monday morning two fatel accidents happened through burn- 
ing. Tho first was that of Mery Ann Beymer, who resided in Dur- 
ham- street, Chelaes. It appears that the deceased got out of bed 
during the absence of her mother, who had gone with her husband’s 
breakfast, and the letter, on her return, found her enveloped in 
flemes, and nearly burnt to & cinder.

His wife, however, who bad become ao- 
quainted with the fact, and who had no childreu of her own, 8p- 
pears to haye adopted—a somewhat unusual course under the oir- 
cumstances—the child, aud he was brought up at Brighton in every 
comfort. His habits, however, appeared to be very wild and ex- 
iravagant, and he was а constant source of trouble and uneasiness 
to the lady who had adopted him, and when he was little more 
than eighteen years of age he entered the royal navy, and served 
during tbe campaign iu the Crimes as а midshipman. He 
was on boerd the Tyrone, one of the Government lrans- 
porte at the time of the @readiul storm that it will be 
remembered took place in the Blask Bea during the occupation of

‘The opinion of the 
learned judge with refererce to the prisoner was asked for, and it 
is understood thet his lordship in rovly expressed himself perfeotly 
satisfied with the verdict of the jary—at the same time stating that 
the evidence that had been adduced on behalf of the prisoner had 
in his opinion entirely failed to establish the defence of insanity. 
The answer that was sent by Sir G. Grey to the memorialists, con- 
sequently, was that he could not see anything to justify him in 
interfering in any way with the course of the law.

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THE MYSTERIOUS MURDER AT WIGAN. 


"Y nx curiosity which hes been exoited at Wigan by the discovery of 
the watch of the engine tenter, James Bertom, murdered at the 
Eutton pit, Haigh, nesr Wigan, in January, 1563, by the appre- 
hension of several persons on the obarge of complicity in the crime, 
and by rumours of farther confesatons under ciroamstano’s far more 
probable thea the statemen!s made by Healey atd Walton, now 

sing io Kirkdale Geol, was set at rest on Baturdey, when the fso's 
i» the possession of the police with referenos to this most singular 
cass were made publio in а crowded court. 

The details of this cause celebre have been go frequently before tho 
pnbllo that И will cot agsia be peoergary to enter iato psridonlars 
+ will bo enongh to say that Barton went to his wo:k at the pit on 
‘ha eveaicg of the 2:4 of January, havicg then with him a silver 
wetsh, and that pex: morning his calcined rematue wero discovered 
in one of the furnaces at the pit, wherein, however, was no trace of 
the watch. Noolae was obtained to the perpeirators «f the crime 
till a short time ago, when two confessions were made within a few 
weeks of each other by a prisoner named Healey. in Warwick Gaol, 
sud a drunken caval labourer, named Walton, a ias " Stepper,” at a 
bserhouse ín Aepull, near Wigan. In the statement made by the 
last mentioned man he described the exact spot on the canal where 
he said the watch was thrown into the water, and this place it was 
resolved to sesroh. Though the exemination of the bed of the 
canal did not direotly lead to the ditcovery of the missing property, 
it did fndireotly to the apprehension of one whom there is 
every reason to suppose was one of the priroipals in the 
atrocious crime, for & young man at pen = reading the 
acoouat of the search, in which was pu & dogoription 
of the long-songht watoh, found to his amezement that it 
had been in his possession. Though the ciroumstances under 
whioh he became its owner led to the serious inculpation of a near 
relative, the young mau aud his father thought the wisest course 
would be to hand the watch over to the police, and a week or two 
szo they brought the watch to Wigan, and delivered it to the county 
offislals at Pemberton, near Wigan. The inform«tion that could be 
given by these persons showed that в few weeks after the murder 
was committed the watch was in the hands of a man named Thomas 
Grime, who was sentenced in January of the following year to 
three years’ pens] servitude for stealing а horse-oloth, and who was 
then lodged in the prison at Dartmoor. A writ of habeas corpus was 
promptly obtained, and Grime removed from Dartmoor to Pem- 
berton, where, on the day after hie arrival, he mede a confession 
admitting that he was present when Barton wag killed, but de- 
claring that а “ры” of his, named Willism Thompson, а briok- 
maker, was the actual murderer, and that enother — was 
named Joseph Seddon. The last of the three died a short "9 
bat Thompson was found to be working at Barrow-in-Farness, an 
only а day or two elapsed before be, too, was lodged in Pemberton 
lock-up. Since that time the police have been actively өп in 
endeavouring to obtain evidence to corroborate the conf made 
by Grime, and their inquiries have сооп ® considerable time ;

Grime was then committed for trial, and the magistrates, after 
consultation, decided to remand Thompson in order that Grimo's 
story might be further tested.

Mullena, solicitor to the London Bunkers’ A.a00ia'ion, appeared for 
the prosecation; aud Mr. Lewis, een, of E!y-plao», attended on be- 
balf of the prisoner. 

The ac»ueed osrried on the basiness of s general merchant ander 
the firm of Liadsay, Lawsov, and Oo, in Oannon-atreet, City, ond 
was himself & subscriber to Lloyd's. He kept an acconnt wiih 
the Agra and Mastermanu’s Bank, and on the 20:h Marob lasi 
applied to Mr. Shipman, tho maneger cf thst establish- 
ment, to discount а bill, as he stated, for about £400, 
drawa upon end  acsepted by Messrs. Graham Gilmore 
and Oo, merchants, of Glasgow. Knowing ibat firm as keeping an 
scoonat with the Agra, &о., Bank, Mr. Shipman at once consented 
to do во, and on the next dey the prisonor again aitonded at the 
bank, and presented to Mr. Orabb, one of the cashiers, tho 
bill in question, drawa by the prisoner's firm on Graham 
Gilmore and Oo., of Glasgow, for £385, and purporting to be 
accepted by them, payable at four months’ date from the 16th 
Maroh, 1866, at the London Joint-Stock Bank. The bill was taken 
by Мг. Orabb to the manager, Mr. Shipman, who was at once 
struck with the singularity that Gilmore and Оо, having en agcount 
with the Agra, &», Bank, should have made tho bill payable at the 
London Joint-Biock Bank. This he directed Mr. Orabb to mention 
to the prisoner, and to retarn to him the bill with this explanation. 
Mr. Orabb did во. The prisoner put the bill in his pooket, and le!t 
the bank, remarking thet he would write by that night'a mail to 
Gilmore and Oo. In the meantime Mr. Shipman communicated by 
telegraph with that firm, and reosived in reply a telegram from Mr. 
Gilmore, declaring the bill of which Mr. Shipman sent down а copy 
was a forgery. T'he telegram with this announcement was at onc 
placed in the hands of Mr. Muilene, solicitor to the London Bankers’ 
Association, who waited upon the prisoner at his offices, with a view 
to get baok the bill. The prisoner, after some equivooatlon, de- 
clared thet it was a forgery, that he hed himself done it, and that 
after pero Жы bill bask from Mr. Orabb, the oashier at tho 
bank, he had уед it. Bubsequeatly the prisoner was takeu 
into cus! on the charge by Deteotive-offcer George Boott, and 
when told the charge offered no defence or explanation. ‘The оме 
was remanded to Saturday, in order to procure the attendanos of 
Mr. Gilmore from Glasgow to give his evidence In the matter. 

Mr, Sleigh now intimated to the presidiog aldorman that Mr. Gil- 
more was in attendance, and he should at onc» call him as a 
witness. 

Mr. Gilmore was then sworn, and, in reply to interrogations by 
Mr. Bleigh, stated that his name was Graham Gilmore, and that he 
was в merchant, carrying on business in Glasgow under the firm of 
Graham Gilmore and Oo.

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A SOLDIER SENTENCED TO ВЕ SHOT. 


Тнк sentence upon Sergeant Darragh, of the 2ad Royal Regiment 
of Foot, was promulgated the other day in поз of the troops 
quartered in the Oork gerrisen. It will be in the revollection of 
oor readers that about a month since a general cour -msrtial, under 
the presidanoy of Olonel Shute, 4th Royal Irfeh Dragoon Gaards, 
assembled for the trial of five soldiers of different infantry regi- 
ments on eharges of being connected with the Fenian conspiracy. 
Three of these were only put on their trial, as one of the others, 
Private Oovroy, 820d Regiment, beosme insane during his confice- 
ment, and bad to be removed to s lunatic asylum. Another, Ber- 
geant Farrell, 19:h Regiment, enffered from disease of the heart, 
whioù prevented his trial, the surgeons fearing the excitement con- 
sequent would endanger his life. Two of those tried were non- 
commissioned officers in the lst battalion 2ай Queen's Royal 
Regiment of Foot, aud the third & private of the 20th Regiment, 
ed Rose. ier rij elc аа та m 
elready promu! ence, com th those a 
sgainst the two men of the 20d Qaeen's was of a minor 
character. He was al to have declared, on board a steamer 
about to leave Oork Bristol, that he was a Fenian. The 
statement weg made to а constable named Oargon, a member 
of the detective force of the Irish constabulary, who imme- 
istely reported the olroumstance. The court convicted Rose, and 
sentenced him to two years’ im ment, but on the recommen- 
dation of the commander-in-ohief, her Majesty was pleased to re- 
veree the sentence, and the prisoner was sent hack to his regiment. 
The other prisoners, Dren 4 James Butler and Sergeant 
Thomas Dm were charged with being sworn Fenfans, and the 
latter was fu: charged with seduolng Butler and а corporal and

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EASTER SPORTS IN THE UAU- 
OABUB. 


THERE is, probably, no other part of the 
world, except Africa, south of the Behara, 
where so many nations and languages are 
collected witbia so small & space as in the 
Oauossus. Galdenstedt gives a list of seven 
different nations, besides Tarters, who speak 
languages radically different, and who ere 
again subdivided into almost innumerable 
tribes, among whom the varieties of disleots 
are nearly infinite. T'he principal nations he 
thus enumerates :—1. bras. rdi 2. Basiens; 
3. Abchaslans; 4 Toherkeseiane ; 5. Окейере; 
6. Tistiens; 7. Lesghians; 5 Tartars. Of 
these the most numerous end important are 
the Georgians and Oircagsians or Toher- 
kessians; but the Abochasians and Okesians, 
called by Pellas and Klaproth Abassians and 
Osetians, are also powerful tribes. In habits 
and manoers ё strong resemblance is ob- 
served among them all; they are ususlly 
wandering hunters end warriors, for which 
occupations their country is peoulierly fitted, 
and only in an inferior degree shepherds or 
sgriculturists. А partial exception must, 
however, be made to thig general character in 
favour of the Georgians, who reside in towns, 
and have lon — в fixed form of go- 
vernment end internal polity; but for the 
rest, they appear to possess the erratic dispo- 
sition, reckless courage, boundless hospitality, 
and much of the predatory habits which merk 
the Arab апа other half barbarous people. 1t 
is well known that Bluenbaoh looked here for 
the origin of bis first and most intelleotuai 
race of men (the Osuocagian); but for this 
there is not а cf evidence, historical 
or phi ical. The Oaucasians, though 
surrounded by the means of improvement, 
and occupying а country more favourably 
situated than that of Swiizerland, have made 
no progress either in arts or arms, snd con- 
tinue to this day the same unlettered bar- 
bariens as in the days of Herodotus. They 
have fine physical forms; but their mental 
endowments are of an Inferior description. 

Ohristianity is supposed to have found its 
way among them in the very early part of 
the Ohristian era; but in the palmy dsys of 
the Turkish power they nominally embraced 
Mahommedanism, rving, however, many 
Obristion cerem:

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN.—No time should be lost now iu ps off 
young cu:tipgs as soon эз they are sufficiently rooted. Propagate 
Obrysanthemums by cuttings, or by taking off the young rooted 
suckers, which should be potted singly in smell pots, and placed in 
gentle heat. Sow hardy annuals for late flowering. Thin her- 
baceous plants where crowded. Piant hollyocks in rich ground, 
deeply dug. Sow pansies for sutamnal flowering. Give standard 
roses & good soaking with manure water. Keep the roller and 
Scythe in frequent use on lawns: 

KrrCHEN блкркя —BHarih up advancing crops, and mako fresh 
sowings of beans, peas, lettuse, radisbes, soarlet runners, &c. 
Bow Brussels sprouts and other greene. Prick out all young plante 
suffoienily forward.

OF OULLODEN.

After various successes, and having 

been proclaimed King of land at Perth, 
he was finally defeated at Oulloden. 

In the beginning of April, the Dake of 
Cumberland began his march from Aber- 
deen, and on the twelfth passed the deep 
and rapid river Spey, without opposition 
from the rebels, though a detachment of 
them appeared on the opposite side. His 
royal highness proceeded to Nairn, where 
he received intelligence, that the enemy 
had edvanced from Inverness to Calloden, 
about the distance of nine miles from the 
тоу] army, with intention to give him 
battle.

April, the Duke ої Oumberlend havin 
made the proper dispositions, decam 
from Nairn early in the morning, and 
after a march of nine miles perceived the 
Highlanders drawn up in order of battle, 
to the number of four thousand men, in 
thirteen divisions, supplied with some 
pieces of artillery. The royal army, which 
wes much more numerous, the duke im- 
mediately formed into three lines, disposed 
in excellent order ; and about опе o'olook 
in the afternoon the cannonsding began. 
The artillery of the rebels was ill-seryed, 
and did very little execution ; but that of 
the king’s made dreadful havoo 
among the enemy. Impatient of this fire, 
thelr front-line advanced to the attack, 
and about five hundred of the clans 
charged the duke's left wing with their 
usual impetuosity. One iment was 
disorde by the weight of column ; 
but two battalions advancing from the se- 
cosd line, sustained the first, and soon put 
» stop to their career by & severe fire, that 
killed a greet number. At the same time, 
the dragoons under Hawley, and the 
Argyleshire militia pulled down & park 
wall that cevered their flank, and the 
cavalry falling in among the rebels sword 
in hand, completed their confusion. The 
French picquets on their left, covered the 
retreat of the Highlanders by close and 
regular fire ; and then retired to Inverness, 
where they surrendered themselves pri- 
вопеге of war. An entire body of the 
rebels marched off the field in order, with 
their pipes playing, and the Pretender's 
atandaid displayed; the rest were routed 
with great slaughter. The vanqaished 
adventurer rode off the field, acoompanied 
by ths Duke of Perth, Lord Elcho, and а 
few Богветер ; he orossed the water at 
Nairn, and retired to the house cf а gen- 
tleman in Birutharrick, where he conferred 
with old Lord Lovat; then he dismissed 
his followers, and wandered about & 
wretohed and solitary fogitive, among 
the isles and mountains for the space of 
five months, during which he underwent 
such a series of dangers, handships, and 
misery аз no other person ever outlived. 
Thus, in one short hour, all his hope van- 
ished, and the rebellion was extinguished.

We give on page 700 an engraving of several interesting pieces of 
ornamental furniture of various devices, now exhibued in the 
Bouth Kensington Museum. Itis well known that this celebrated 
Boulages collection was brought to England by в company of Eag- 
lish gentlemen-amateurs Of she flne arts. "Phe collection, on its 
arrival in this country, was first exhibited at Bomerset Hone; 
subsequently at Menobester, in connexion with the Art Tressures 
of the United Kingdom collected in that city during 1857. At the 
close of the Manchester Exhibition the collection was brought baok 
to London end deposited in the South Kensington Museum, an in- 
siitution which will amply repay repeated visite. 

We here engrave a chimney piece in carved atone. It is of 
аар workmanship, of about 1500 or 1510. ‘The whole work ie 
profusely ornamented with carving, sad the frieza ig filled with o 
contiauous band of hunting scenes, consisting of & number of 
figares, horses, dog», and wiid enimsis.

GRAND MILITARY SPEOTAOLE IN PARIS. 
A Panis letter thus describes а recent review іл that oily :—" Yes- 
terday the eun gleamed oat with more brillianoo thas it nas of Jate 
favoured us with when at half-pass two the inperial cortege passed 
up the Champs Elysees on ita way to tho first gravd review of tho 
troops garrisoned in Paris, on the ground desl;nated as tho Paro 
de Bt. James, Bois de Boulogne. First came the three open car- 
riages whioh conveyed his Majesty, the Prince Royal of Denmark, 
and thoir respective suites At an interval of ten mipntes the gay 
uniforms of tte guides eseorting the Prince Imperial atiraoted tho 
attention of the crowd, chiely because it wae hie fist sppssrance 
in public since hig illness, of which, І өш sorry to remark, he stil 
beare unmistakable traces. The young princ» wore the costume of 
a corporal of the Guard, end toucbed hie lile cooked hat, in the 
military fesbion, to the crowd. Another interval elapsed, aud the 
outriders of the Emopress’s carrisges warned us of her approach. 
Three open osrraiages, a la Danmont, conveyed our gracieuse souve- 
raine end her suite. She wore plain dark habit, round bet, and 
short veil; her lady in waiting wae similarly attired, but the rest 
of her ladies were in ordinary dress. The riding horses bad been 
sent om, and met the imperial perty on the ground. I remarked 
the housings of the charger ridden by the Prince of Denmerk were 
red and white, corresponding with the colours of his country: 
Marshals Osnrooert and St. Jean d'Angely, and the whole staff, 
received the Emperor, who rodo down the line of troops, apd thea 
took up his place in the centre of the fi-]d—bher Majesty and the 
Prinoe of Denmark on his ri;bt, and the Prince Imperial on his 
lef, The dey, however, turned out cold, aud a bitter east wind seb 
in. The youug prince І was glad to ree sent home early, and 
in a closed laudau; at wbioh prudential measure his imperisi 
highness looked enyibing out pleased. The reviow was 
not over till aal рза: йүз.
